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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 


BOARD  OF  CONTROLLERS. 


THE  PRESIDENT 

Shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  shall  judge  of  order, 
and  decide  thereon  without  debate ; name  all  committees  except  when 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board;  ex-officio  member  of  all  Standing 
Committees ; sign  all  instruments  under  seal  of  the  Board ; sign  all 
orders  and  reports  directed  by  the  Board ; inspect  the  minutes  of  the 
Secretary,  and  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  when  requested  in 
writing  by  two  or  more  members  of  the  Board,  or  when  such  meetings 
shall,  in  his  opinion,  be  necessary. 

THE  SECRETARY 

Shall  keep  all  accounts  of  the  Board  as  by  law  required ; also  fair 
and  regular  minutes  of  the  Board,  in  a book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  make  and  keep  an  index  of  the  same ; read  the  minutes  and  such 
other  papers  as  may  be  required ; sign  all  instruments  under  seal  of 
the  Board ; countersign  all  drafts  and  other  papers  directed  by  the 
Board  ; preserve  all  books  and  papers  placed  under  his  care  ; notify 
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in  writing,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  all  meetings  thereof,  and  the 
Chairman  of  every  committee,  of  the  appointment  of  said  committee, 
and  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the  resolution  under  which  they  were 
appointed  : shall  annually  communicate  to  the  Board,  a full  statement 
in  detail,  of  all  the  supplies  furnished  to  the  different  sections,  desig- 
nating the  cost  of  said  supplies,  the  persons  from  whom  the  same  have 
been  purchased,  and  the  schools  to  which  they  have  been  sent ; and  in 
case  of  the  sickness  or  absence  of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  at 
the  request  of  three  or  more  members  of  the  Board,  call  special 
meetings  thereof ; and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
give  security  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  said  duties. 

STATED  MEETINGS 

Of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month 
(except  on  the  2d  Tuesday  of  October,  when  the  meeting  shall  be 
on  the  2d  Monday)  at  3 o’clock,  P.  M. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  At  the  hour  appointed,  the  President  (or  in  case  of  his  absence 
a member  of  the  Board  chosen  President  pro  tern.)  shall  take  the 
chair  and  direct  the  roll  to  be  called.  The  names  of  the  Controllers 
present  shall  then  be  taken  by  the  Secretary,  and  if  any  member  of 
the  Board  shall  afterwards  appear,  his  name  shall  also  be  inserted. 
As  soon  as  a quorum  shall  appear,  the  Board  shall  proceed  to  business, 
and  no  member  after  the  organization  of  the  Board,  shall  retire  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  chair, 

2.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  corrected  if 
necessary. 

3.  Communications  shall  be  received  and  considered. 
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4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  shall  be  called  for  and  order 
taken  thereon. 

5.  Reports  of  select  committees  shall  be  called  for  and  considered. 

COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees,  all  of  which 
shall  consist  of  five  members,  viz  : —

Expenses. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Accounts  shall  diligently  examine  and 

upon  all  accounts  presented  to  them,  and  ascertain  their  correctness, 
and  no  account  of  any  sectional  Board  shall  be  sanctioned  by  the 
Committee,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  said 
sectional  Board  at  a stated  or  special  meeting  thereof,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Controllers. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  purchase  all  supplies  necessary 
for  the  schools,  on  the  most  advantageous  terms  that  can  be  obtained, 
and  no  bills  for  the  same  shall  be  considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  of  by  this  Com- 
mittee, at  a regular  stated  meeting  thereof.  The  Committee  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a month,  preserve  regular  minutes  of  all  their 
proceedings,  and  submit  their  minutes  to  the  Board  at  every  stated 
meeting  thereof. 
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The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  carefully  examine  and  report  to 
the  Board  such  books,  &c.,  as  shall  be  suitable  to  be  introduced  into 
the  Public  Schools.  No  report  of  this  Committee  shall  be  made 
excejat  at  a stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  such  report  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  by  the  Board  until  the  same  shall  have  been  presented  at 
least  one  month. 

8.  The  Committee  of  Finance  shall  carefully  supervise  the  funds  of 
the  Board,  and  report  monthly  on  their  condition. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Normal  and  Model  Schools  shall  attend  said 
schools  at  least  twice  in  each  month,  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  in 
the  situation  of  the  principal  teachers  in  the  schools,  they  shall  nomi- 
nate suitable  persons  to  the  Board  of  Controllers,  to  fill  the  same,  and 
they  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  situation  of  assistant 
teachers. 

5.  The  Committee  on  the  Grammar,  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools. 
All  applications  for  the  establishment  of  new  schools  within  the  dis- 
trict, shall  be  referred  to  this  committee,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  committee  to  report  as  soon  as  conveniently  can  be  done,  on  all 
applications  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  on  the  condition  of  all  the 
Grammar  Schools  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Quarterly  Reports  shall  carefully  examine  all 
the  reports  submitted  to  the  Board,  and  present  an  abstract  therefrom 
to  the  Board,  and  shall  report  all  cases  where  there  are  more  teachers 
in  the  schools  than  the  quarterly  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  will 
warrant,  and  to  visit  such  schools  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Property  shall  semi-annually  inspect  all  the 
real  estate  of  the  Board,  and  report  on  the  condition  of  the  same ; 
attend  to  the  insurance  thereof,  and  cause  an  abstract  of  the  title  to 
the  same  to  be  entered  in  a book  to  be  procured  for  that  purpose. 

8.  The  Committee  on  the  High  School  shall  visit  the  school  semi- 
monthly, keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  submit  the 
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same  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  report  semi-annually 
on  the  state  of  the  school,  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  faculty, 
they  shall  nominate  suitable  persons  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  same. 

9.  The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  superintendence  of 
the  Library,  and  purchase  such  books  under  the  directions  of  the 
Board  as  may  be  proper  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Committee  on  Expenses  shall  purchase  the  stationery  and 
all  other  articles  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  office,  and  of  the  Board 
or  its  committees  : the  advertising,  printing,  and  all  other  expenses  by 
order  of  the  Board,  or  for  its  use,  (not  specially  in  the  care  of  some 
other  committee,)  shall  be  under  their  control,  direction  and  super- 
vision, and  all  bills  for  expenses  shall  be  approved  by  them  before  they 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts ; this  committee  shall 
report  at  the  last  stated  meeting  in  June,  a detailed  statement  of  the 
amount  paid  for  salaries,  stationery,  fuel  and  other  incidental  expenses 
of  the  Board.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Resolved,  That  no  appropriation  of  money  shall  hereafter  be  made 
to  any  section  for  the  payment  of  small  bills,  unless  the  preceding 
appropriation  for  that  purpose  be  previously  accounted  for  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts  of  this  Board. 

Resolution  of  April  16,  1841. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  appropriate  any  money  for 
library  purposes. 

Resolution  of  February  14,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  any 
alterations  or  repairs  of  real  estate,  or  for  the  purchase  of  lots  or  the 
erection  of  buildings,  nor  shall  any  new  schools  be  opened,  or  addi- 
tional teachers  appointed,  unless  resolutions  asking  for  them  respec- 
tively be  first  laid  before  this  Board  from  the  particular  Sectional  Board. 

Resolution  of  July  14,  1846.

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ASSENT  OF  CORPORATION. 

Resolved,  That  the  assent  of  this  Corporation  to  instruments  under 
seal,  he  attested  by  the  signatures  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  and  the  affixing  of  the  common  seal  of  the  Corporation  by 
direction  of  the  Board. 

Resolution  of  June  24,  1845. 


BILLS  FROM  SECTIONAL  BOARDS. 

Resolved,  That  the  bills  from  the  several  sections  shall  be  presented 
at  the  Controller’s  chamber  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  in  each 
month,  to  insure  their  payment  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting. 

Resolution  of  July  9,  1839. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Sectional  Boards  shall  in  no  wise  make 
any  contract  for  repairs  or  school  furniture  beyond  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from  this  Board. 

Resolution  of  February  26,  1840. 

Whereas,  Frequent  instances  have  recently  occurred  of  large  expen- 
ditures of  money  by  the  Sectional  Boards  of  Directors  of  Public 
Schools,  without  waiting  for  the  action  of  this  Board;  and 

Whereas,  This  course  is  in  direct  violation  of  an  express  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  limiting  the  authority  of  the  Sectional 
Boards  to  an  expenditure  of  fifty  dollars  ; therefore 

Resolved,  That  such  a course  on  the  part  of  the  Sectional  Boards  is 
subversive  of  the  rules  of  this  Board,  is  productive  of  great  mischief, 
and  must  be  discontinued. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  the  several 
Sectional  Boards  of  the  existence  of  the  resolution  limiting  them  to  an 
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expenditure  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  without  having  previously 
obtained  the  consent  of  this  Board ; and  that  a copy  of  the  preceding 
preamble  and  resolution  he  also  furnished  to  them. 

Resolution  of  November  10,  1846. 

Resolved,  That  the  different  Sectional  Boards  be  requested  to  for- 
ward certified  lists  of  the  bills  passed  by  them,  said  bills  to  be  properly 
endorsed,  specifying  the  number  of  the  section,  the  name  of  the  indi- 
vidual in  whose  favor  drawn  and  for  what,  and  the  amount,  and  that 
they  be  left  at  the  chamber  of  the  Controllers  one  week  previous  to 
the  stated  time  of  meeting 

Resolution  of  August  10,  1841. 

Resolved,  That  no  bills  be  hereafter  passed  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
trollers, unless  the  same  be  first  passed  by  the  Sectional  Board  to 
which  said  bills  belong,  except  bills  for  general  expenses,  the  High 
School  and  the  Model  School. 

Resolution  of  January  11,  1842. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Accounts  be  instructed  hereafter 
to  approve  no  bill  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher,  unless  accompanied  by 
a report  in  the  form  following,  certified  by  the  teacher,  or  if  there  be 
more  than  one  by  the  principal  teacher  of  the  school,  and  approved  by 
the  Visiting  Director,  and  containing  a statement  of  the  name  and 
location  of  the  school  and  the  section  to  which  it  belongs;  the  kind  of 
school,  whether  Primary,  Secondary,  Grammar  or  unclassified ; the 
names  of  the  teachers  with  the  annual  compensation  of  each ; the 
number  of  scholars,  specifying  males  and  females,  and  the  total  num- 
ber then  attending  the  school,  together  with  the  average  number 
attending  during  the  quarter. 


Resolution  of  December  12,  1843. 
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Resolved,  That  carpets  and  cushions  are  luxuries  which  can  he  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  due  regard  to  the  proper  expenditure  of  the 
school  fund  forbids  their  adoption  into  our  schools  at  present. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  hills  for  salaries  of  teachers,  whether 
permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  must  he  presented  in  the  name 
of  such  teacher. 

Resolutions  of  January  8,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  bills  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  he  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Controllers  for  approval,  and  that  no  hill  for  salary 
shall  he  paid  in  the  section. 

Resolution  of  March  12,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  no  Sectional  Board  or  Committee  of  this  Board 
shall  have  power  to  purchase  any  article  of  stationery  now  furnished 
by  the  Board  of  Control. 

Resolution  of  April  9,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  extra  hills  will  he  paid  by  this  Board, 
for  the  services  of  any  substitutes  employed  in  cases  of  sickness  or 
absence  of  any  teacher  or  assistant  teacher. 

Resolution  of  June  26,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  several  sections  of  the  First  School  District, 
all  small  bills  under  twenty  dollars  shall  be  vouched  for  by  the  Sec- 
tional Committee  on  Accounts,  and  approved  by  them  and  passed  by 
the  Sectional  Board  before  being  paid. 

Resolved,  That  all  bills  of  twenty  dollars  and  upwards  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Controllers  for  payment. 

Resolution  of  January  14,  1851. 
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COMMUNICATIONS. 

Resolved,  That  all  communications  to  this  Board  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  committees  by  the  Chair,  without  motion  or  debate,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Resolution  of  April  19,  1842. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROPERTY. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  applications  for  erecting  new  school- 
houses,  for  additions,  improvements,  or  repairs,  accompanied  by  state- 
ments of  the  sums  required,  and  the  different  sections,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Property,  to  report  to  this  Board. 

Resolution  of  July  9,  1844. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Property  shall,  before  completing 
any  contract  for  erecting  new  school-houses,  require  from  the  con- 
tractor good  and  sufficient  freehold  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  contract,  and  the  delivery  up  of  any  such  new  building  free 
from  all  liens  or  claims  that  he  or  they  or  any  one  claiming  under 
them  as  sub-contractors,  or  any  material  men  might  have  against  such 
buildings. 

Resolution  of  February  11,  1845. 

Latter  part  of  this  resolution  rendered  obsolete  by  decision  of 
Supreme  Court,  in  Williams  v.  Controllers,  March  term,  1852. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Property  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  have  the  permission  of  the  Insurance  Companies  who  have 
insured  any  of  the  properties,  before  any  alterations  or  additions  are 
made,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  effect  on  all  such  additions,  or 
any  new  building  that  may  be  erected,  insurance  for  such  sums  as 
they  may  deem  expedient. 


Resolution  of  March  11,  1845. 
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Resolved,  That  copies  of  all  contracts  for  building  school-houses,  for 
repairs,  alterations,  or  improvements  of  the  same,  and  for  the  purchase 
of  any  lot  or  lots,  shall  he  deposited  forthwith  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board. 

Resolution  of  February  10,  1846. 

Resolved,  That  when  a date  stone  is  required  hy  the  Sectional 
Boards  to  he  placed  upon  any  of  the  school-houses  erected  or  to 
he  erected  in  the  First  District,  the  inscription  to  be  put  upon  said 
stone  shall  only  state  the  name  of  the  school,  the  time  of  erection, 
with  the  name  of  the  section. 

Resolution  of  September  9,  1851. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EXPENSES. 

Resolved,  That  a Standing  Committee  of  five  members  on  the 
expenses  of  the  Board,  he  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  pur- 
chase the  stationery  and  all  other  articles  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
office,  and  of  the  Board  or  its  committees,  the  advertising,  printing, 
and  all  other  expenses  hy  order  of  the  Board,  or  for  its  use,  (not  spe- 
cially in  the  care  of  some  other  committee,)  shall  he  under  their 
control,  direction  and  supervision,  and  all  bills  for  expenses  shall  he 
approved  by  them  before  they  shall  he  allowed  hy  the  Committee  on 
Accounts ; they  shall  report  at  the  last  stated  meeting  in  June,  of 
each  year,  a detailed  statement  of  the  amount  paid  for  salaries,  sta- 
tionery, fuel,  carriage  hire  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  said 
Board. 

Resolution  of  January  9,  1849. 

COMMITTEE  ON  GRAMMAR,  SECONDARY  AND  PRIMARY 

SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  all  resolutions  to  change  the  classification 
of  schools,  or  to  increase  the  salaries  of  teachers,  which  shall  he 
referred  to,  and  examined,  and  reported  on  hy  the  Committee  on

Grammar,  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools,  and  the  report  of  said 
Committee  adopted  by  this  Board,  and  which,  or  ones  of  similar  pur- 
port and  object,  shall  be  again  referred  to  this  Board,  shall  lie  upon 
the  table  for  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  the  last  report  thereon, 
unless  taken  therefrom  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
before  being  again  referred  to  said  Committee. 

Resolution  of  December  9,  1851. 

COMMITTEE  ON  QUARTERLY  REPORTS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Quarterly  Reports  be  requested 
to  visit  such  schools  in  the  First  School  District,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

Resolution  of  September  8,  1846. 
EXPENSES. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  will  authorize  the  payment  of  no  bills 
for  legal  expenses,  unless  the  same  were  incurred  under  the  sanction 
of  an  express  resolution  of  the  Board,  or  by  authority  of  one  of  its 
Committees. 

Resolution  of  February  10,  1846. 

Resolved,  That  all  bills  for  carriage  hire,  tolls,  and  other  incidental 
expenses  of  the  kind,  incurred  by  the  Committee  on  Property,  Com- 
mittee on  Grammar,  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools,  or  by  any  spe- 
cial Committee,  or  by  others,  in  the  performance  of  any  extra  duty,  by 
order  of  the  Board,  shall,  if  vouched  by  the  Chairman  of  the  respec- 
tive Committee,  be  paid  in  the  usual  way,  and  be  not  paid  unless  so 
vouched  and  approved. 

Resolution  of  January  9,  1849. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  no  salary,  or  any  stated  compensation  for 
services  rendered  the  Board,  be  paid  without  a resolution  of  the  Board 
authorizing  such  expenditure. 


Resolution  of  January  9,  1849. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  notify  the  several  sec- 
tional Boards  of  Directors,  that  hereafter  no  bills  will  be  paid  or 
allowed  for  entertainments  upon  the  erection,  dedication,  or  opening 
of  new  school  houses. 

Resolution  of  February  10, 1852.

GIRARD  LEGACY. 

Resolved,  That  the  Girard  Legacy  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
trollers, in  trust,  for  the  First  Section. 

Resolution  of  March  10,  1846. 

Resolved,  That  the  income  of  the  Girard  Legacy  Fund  be  appro- 
priated as  heretofore,  and  until  it  is  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Board, 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  and  improving  the  Libraries  belonging  to 
the  different  Grammar  Schools  of  the  First  Section,  the  amount  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  First 
Section. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  in- 
structed to  attach  the  seal  of  this  Board  to  the  proper  Powers  of 
Attorney,  authorizing  the  Treasurer  of  the  First  Section  to  receive 
the  income  of  the  Girard  Legacy  Fund,  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may 
accrue. 

Resolutions  of  September  14,  1847. 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution  no 
pupil  shall  be  a candidate  for  admission  to  the  High  School,  who  shall 
not  have  been  enrolled  and  in  actual  attendance  at  one  of  the  public 
schools,  for  at  least  one  year  previous  to  his  application. 

Resolutions  of  December  18,  1838,  and  December  13,  1842. 
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Resolved,  That  hereafter,  in  the  admission  of  new  classes  to  the 
High  School,  during  the  summer  season,  the  age  of  the  applicants, 
and  the  time  of  their  previous  continuance  in  the  public  schools,  shall 
he  reckoned  to  the  15th  day  of  August  in  each  year. 

Resolution  of  July  8,  1845. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  at  the  summer  Examination  of  candi- 
dates for  admission  to  the  High  School,  the  attendance  at  the  lower 
Schools,  shall  be  reckoned  to  the  end  of  the  summer  vacation,  so  that 
a pupil  who  shall  have  entered  the  lower  schools  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  session,  shall  be  counted  at  the  examination  in  July  next,  as 
having  completed  the  one  year’s  attendance  required  for  admission. 

Resolved,  That  the  rule  requiring  attendance  upon  the  lower 
Schools,  in  order  to  admission  to  the  High  School,  be  construed  to 
mean  attendance  upon  the  schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Resolutions  of  September  10,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  examination  in  February,  1852, 
no  pupil  shall  be  admitted  into  the  High  School  under  the  age  of 
thirteen  years. 

Resolution  of  February  10,  1852. 

Resolved,  That  the  candidates  for  admission  into  the  High  School, 
shall  be  examined  on  the  History  of  the  United  States,  at  all  exami- 
nations held  after  the  close  of  the  present  school  year  1848-49. 

Resolution  of  June  29,  1849. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  several  Grammar  Schools  shall  be 
required  to  give  instruction  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  in  the  elements  of  Algebra  and  Mensuration,  and  that  at  the 
semi-annual  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Central 
High  School  in  July  next,  applicants  for  admission  shall  be  examined

upon  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  elements  of  Al- 
gebra and  Mensuration. 

Resolutions  of  September  11  ancl  November  13,  1849. 

Resolved,  That  at  the  High  School  examination  in  July,  1852, 
and  at  subsequent  examinations,  the  questions  in  Mensuration  shall 
extend  to  page  109  of  the  text  book  adopted  by  the  Controllers; 
(Vogdes’  Mensuration)  and  that  in  Algebra  the  questions  shall  be 
such  as  to  require  a knowledge  of  Green’s  Algebra,  as  far  as  page  181, 
or  of  Alsop’s  First  Lessons,  as  far  as  page  77,  leaving  it  to  each  teacher 
to  prepare  his  candidates  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  text  books,  as  he 
may  see  proper. 

Resolutions  of  February  10  and  March  10,  1852. 

Resolved,  That  oral  examinations  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
High  School  be  dispensed  with,  except  in  reading,  and  at  the  next 
examination  the  candidates  be  examined  from  the  same  set  of  ques- 
tions. 

Resolution  of  May  14,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  (of  the  High  School)  be  permitted  to 
introduce  the  study  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  into  the  upper  classes,  A,  B, 
C,  I),  provided  it  can  be  done  without  prejudice  to  the  other 
studies,  and  without  additional  expense  to  the  Controllers,  either  for 
tuition  or  books. 

Resolution  of  June  11,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  High  School  recommend  that 
all  the  books  hereafter  to  be  used  in  the  High  School  be  furnished  by 
the  pupils,  except  in  such  special  cases  as  may  be  acted  on  by  the 
Committee. 


Resolution  of  September  10,  1850. 
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Resolved,  That  hereafter,  at  every  semi-annual  examination,  (for  the 
High  School,)  in  addition  to  those  admitted,  a certain  number  of 
others,  being  those  next  in  order  of  qualifications  on  the  examination 
list,  shall  be  declared  probationers  for  admission,  and  that  the  proba- 
tioners shall  be  admitted  from  week  to  week  as  vacancies  occur  and  in 
the  order  of  their  examination  averages ; provided,  that  they  shall  give 
satisfactory  evidence,  by  examination  and  otherwise,  that  they  have  in 
the  mean  time  continued  their  attendance  at  their  respective  Grammar 
Schools,  and  pursued  successfully  the  more  advanced  studies  taught  in 
the  same. 

Resolution  of  June  26,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  date  of  the  winter  examination  for  admission  to 
the  High  School,  be  changed  from  the  beginning  of  January  to  the 
early  part  of  February,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  terms  as  lately 
altered  by  the  Committee. 

Resolution  of  January  14,  1845. 

Resolved,  That  the  seal  of  the  Controllers  be  hereafter  affixed  to  the 
testimonials  granted  to  the  graduates  of  the  Central  High  School. 

Resolution  of  February  9,  1847. 

Resolved,  That  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  hereafter  be 
conferred  upon  all  who  shall  meritoriously  complete  the  four  years’ 
course ; and  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  upon  such  graduates,  of  not 
less  than  five  years  standing,  as  shall  by  their  general  merit,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  entitle  themselves  to  that  distinction. 

Resolution  of  September  11,  1849. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  shall  hereafter 
examine  the  applicants  for  the  situation  of  teachers  in  such  of  the  sec- 
tions as  the  Directors  may  require. 


Resolution  of  September  13,  1842. 
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Resolved,  That  each  Professor  of  the  High  School  shall  quarterly 
report  in  writing  to  the  Principal,  the  condition  of  his  department,  as 
well  with  respect  to  discipline,  as  progress  in  their  prescribed  course  of 
studies,  founded  upon  a special  examination  of  the  pupils  for  that 
purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  be  directed  to  lay 
the  foregoing  reports  before  the  Committee,  together  with  his  own 
opinion  in  writing,  of  the  state  of  the  various  departments,  and  that 
the  same  be  reported  by  the  High  School  Committee  statedly,  to  the 
Board  of  Control. 

Resolutions  of  October  13,  1845. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  furnish  this  Board 
with  a condensed  quarterly  report,  shewing  the  number  of  pupils  be- 
longing, the  monthly  average  attendance,  and  such  other  general 
information  as  he  may  think  proper  to  communicate. 

Resolution  of  September  13,  1842. 

Resolved,  That  the  reports  directed  to  be  furnished  quarterly  by  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School,  by  resolution  of  September  13,  1842, 
be  hereafter  furnished  monthly,  instead  of  quarterly. 

Resolution  of  February  14,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  prohibit  the  sale  of  books,  or  other 
articles,  to  the  pupils  at  the  High  School,  by  any  person  connected  with 
the  school. 

Resolution  of  May  14,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professors  of  the  High  School  organize  them- 
selves into  a faculty,  to  meet  at  stated  times,  and  to  keep  regular 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  the  said  faculty  shall  have  the  control 
of  the  general  interest  and  discipline  of  the  school,  subject  to  such 
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rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  adopt,  with  the  consent  of  the 
committee  on  the  school. 

Resolution  of  April  8,  1851. 
HOUSE-KEEPERS. 

Salaries  of  the  house-keepers,  or  superintendents  of  the  various 
school-houses,  equalized  by  resolution  of  January  8,  1850,  appointing 
a committee  for  the  purpose,  and  report  of  committee  thereon,  adopted 

Oct.  13,  1851. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Committee  on  Accounts  he  directed 
not  to  credit  the  Sectional  Treasurer’s  paying  house-keepers’  wages  in 
advance,  and  that  the  different  Treasurers  pay  the  amount  to  the 
person  or  persons  performing  the  service,  and  not  to  the  teachers.

MODEL  AND  NORMAL  SCHOOLS.

Resolved ',  That  from  and  after  the  examination  in  February,  1851, 
no  candidate  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Normal  School  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  fifteen  years. 

Resolution  of  July  9,  1850. 
NAMES  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Teachers’  salaries,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Controllers  from  the  Sectional  Boards,  be  authorized  to  attach 
to  each  school  a suitable  name,  by  which  the  schools  may  hereafter  be 
distinguished. 

Resolution  of  May  30,  1848. 

Resolved,  That  the  Directors  of  the  First  Section  be  authorized  to 
affix  such  names  to  school  houses  as  they  may  think  best. 

Resolved,  That  the  Directors  of  the  Seventh  Section  be  authorized 
to  change  the  present  names  of  the  different  schools  under  their  super- 
vision, to  their  former  designations. 

Resolutions  of  September  12,  1848. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Sixth  Section  be 
authorized  to  attach  such  names  to  the  schools  in  that  section,  as  may 
appear  to  them  most  appropriate.

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NIGHT  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  no  scholar  who  attends  the  day  schools,  nor  any 
under  the  age  of  sixteen,  shall  he  admitted  into  the  night  schools. 

Resolved,  That  the  night  schools  shall  he  opened  with  one  Principal 
Teacher  in  each  school,  and  when  the  number  of  scholars  shall  amount 
to  fifty,  there  shall  he  one  Assistant  Teacher,  and  for  every  thirty 
scholars  over  fifty,  one  Assistant,  provided  that  no  school  shall  employ 
more  than  one  Principal  and  three  Assistant  Teachers. 

Resolutions  of  January  8,  1850. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  adopted  January  8, 
1850,  which  directs  that  no  pupil  shall  he  admitted  into  the  night

Resolved,  That  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  the  night  schools  in  the 
First  School  District,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  eight  dollars  per  week  for 
Principal  and  four  dollars  per  week  for  Assistant  Teachers.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurers  of  the  several  Sections  he,  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  all  bills  for  gas  consumed  in  the  night 
schools,  where  the  five  per  cent,  can  be  saved  to  this  Board.

Committees. 

Resolution  of  April  16,  1841. 

REGISTER. 

Resolved,  That  the  Directors  of  the  Sectional  Boards  be  requested 
to  cause  the  Teachers  in  their  respective  Sections,  to  keep  regularly, 
a register  of  the  age,  name,  and  date  of  admission  of  each  pupil,  and 
name  and  occupation  of  his  or  her  parent. 

Resolution  of  December  12,  1848. 
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RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

Whereas,  The  Controllers  have  noticed,  that  the  practice  exists  in 
some  of  the  schools  of  introducing  religious  exercises,  and  books  of  a 
religious  character,  which  have  not  been  recommended  or  adopted  by 
this  Board  in  the  lessons  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  scholars,  and  be- 
lieving the  use  of  such  exercises,  or  books,  may  have  a tendency  to 
produce  an  influence  in  the  schools  of  a sectarian  character. 

It  is  Resolved , That  this  Board,  as  conservators  of  the  rights  of 
parents  or  guardians  of  children  committed  to  the  care  of  Teachers 
employed  according  to  law,  for  the  purpose  of  public  education,  are 
bound  to  preserve  those  rights  unimpaired. 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which 
has  provided  for  the  establishment  of  Public  Schools,  has  also  wisely 
guarantied  the  right  of  all  to  worship  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
conscience ; and  as  the  parents  of  children  have,  both  by  law  and  na- 
ture, the  guardianship  of  them  during  their  minority,  so,  they  alone 
are  responsible  for  the  effects  of  such  guardianship,  and  their  right  to 
impress  the  minds  of  their  children  with  such  views  of  a religious 
nature  as  they  may  think  most  important,  ought  not  to  be  interfered 
with — especially  by  a body  exercising  its  authority  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Resolved,  That  as  all  sects  contribute,  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  to 
the  support  of  Public  Schools,  the  introduction  of  any  religious  or 
sectarian  forms,  as  part  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Schools,  must  have  a 
tendency  to  impair  the  rights  of  some,  and  that  whilst  this  Board  is 
convinced  of  the  utter  impossibility  of  adopting  a system  of  religious 
instruction  that  should  meet  the  approbation  of  all  religious  societies, 
they  are  equally  satisfied  no  injury  need  result  to  the  pupils  from  con- 
fining the  instruction  in  our  Schools  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  ele- 
mentary education,  inasmuch  as  ample  facilities  for  religious  improve- 
ment are  presented  for  the  choice  of  parents  or  guardians,  in  Sabbath 
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Schools  and  other  establishments  for  that  purpose,  which  are  orga- 
nized and  supported  by  various  religious  communities. 

Resolved,  That  the  ground  of  universal  benevolence,  is  one  on  which 
all  sects  or  parties  may  meet ; and  it  must  be  on  this  ground  alone, 
that  our  Public  Schools  can  be  continued  as  a public  good ; and  in  pro- 
hibiting the  introduction  of  religious  forms  in  them,  this  Board  will 
invade  the  rights  of  none,  but  on  the  contrary,  by  so  doing,  it  will 
maintain  the  rights  of  all — and  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  cannot  but  consider  the  introduction  or 
use  of  any  religious  exercises,  books,  or  lessons,  into  the  Public 
Schools,  which  have  not  been  adopted  by  the  Board,  as  contrary  to 
law ; and  the  use  of  any  such  religious  exercises,  books,  or  lessons,  is 
hereby  directed  to  be  discontinued. 

Resolutions  of  December  9,  1834. 

Resolved,  That  no  children  be  required  to  attend  or  unite  in  the 
reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  Public  Schools,  whose  parents  are  con- 
scientiously opposed  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  those  children  whose  parents  conscientiously  prefer 
and  desire  any  particular  version  of  the  Bible,  without  note  or  comment, 
be  furnished  with  the  same. 

Resolutions  of  January  10,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  furnish 
each  of  the  Sectional  Boards,  and  the  Principal  Teachers  of  the 
Schools  in  the  First  School  District,  with  copies  of  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Controllers,  on  December  9th,  1834,  and 
January  10th,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  any  infringement  of  the  Resolutions  of  this  Board, 
by  the  Teachers  of  the  Sectional  Boards,  will  virtually  disqualify  such 
teachers  from  receiving  payment  for  their  services,  from  the  Board.

SALARIES. 

Resolved,  That  in  lieu  of  the  salaries  now  paid  to  the  principal 
teachers  of  the  Grammar  Schools  of  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Ninth  and  Tenth  Sections,  they  shall  be  as  follows : male  teachers,  one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum ; female  teachers,  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  ; to  commence  July  1,  1847. 

Resolution  of  April  18,  1847. 

Resolved,  That  in  Boys’  and  Girls’  Grammar  Schools  in  the  First, 
Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Sections,  when  the  average 
attendance  exceeds  two  hundred  pupils,  §675  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
salaries  of  the  assistants,  and  when  the  average  exceeds  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pupils,  1850  shall  be  allowed  for  the  assistants,  but  no  salary 
in  a Grammar  School  shall  be  less  than  §150,  nor  shall  any  additional 
teacher  be  elected  by  the  Sectional  Boards,  unless  application  be  first 
made  to  the  Board  of  Controllers.  This  resolution  to  go  into  effect  on 
the  first  day  of  July  next. 
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Resolved,  That  in  all  Secondary  Schools  in  the  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Sections,  when  the  average  attendance  is  one 
hundred  pupils,  $450  shall  he  allowed,  and  when  the  average  attend- 
ance is  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  $650  shall  be  allowed,  and  no 
teacher  shall  receive  a salary  of  less  than  $125,  &c. 

Resolutions  of  April  11,  1848. 

Resolved , That  in  all  Primary  Schools  in  the  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Sections,  where  the  average  attendance-  is 
not  less  than  fifty  pupils,  one  teacher  shall  be  allowed,  at  a salary  of 
$250  per  annum ; when  the  average  is  not  less  than  one  hundred 
pupils,  two  teachers  shall  be  elected,  and  $375  allowed  for  salaries ; 
when  the  average  attendance  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils,  three  teachers  shall  be  elected,  and  $525  allowed  for  salaries  ; 
and  when  the  average  attendance  is  not  less  than  two  hundred  pupils, 
four  teachers  shall  be  elected,  and  $725  shall  be  allowed  for  salaries ; 
and  for  every  additional  fifty  pupils,  an  additional  teacher  shall  be 
elected,  at  a salary  of  $125  per  annum.  No  teacher  shall  receive  a 
less  salary  than  $125,  and  no  additional  teacher  shall  be  elected  or 
salary  increased  by  a Sectional  Board,  unless  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Controllers  be  first  obtained. 

Resolved,  That  when  the  average  attendance  in  the  Holmesburg, 
Frankford,  Lower  Dublin  and  Bustleton  Grammar  Schools,  in  the  Fifth 
Section,  the  Germantown,  Manayunk,  Roxborough,  and  Chesnut  Hill 
Grammar  Schools,  in  the  Sixth  Section;  the  West  Philadelphia 
Grammar  School,  in  the  Seventh  Section ; and  the  Richmond,  Nice- 
town,  Bridesburg,  and  Penn  Grammar  Schools,  in  the  Eleventh  Sec- 
tion, is  not  less  than  seventy  pupils,  an  assistant  teacher  shall  be 
allowed,  at  a salary  of  $150  per  annum ; and  when  the  average 
attendance  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  pupils,  the  assistant  teacher 
shall  receive  $200  per  annum ; when  the  average  attendance  is  not 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  two  assistant  teachers  shall  be 
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allowed,  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall  he  allowed  for 
salaries  ; hut  no  additional  teacher  shall  he  elected,  or  salary  increased, 
hy  the  Sectional  Boards,  unless  hy  consent  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trollers. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Teachers’  Salaries  he  authorized 
to  fix  the  number  of  teachers  for  each  school  in  the.  First  School 
District,  as  required  hy  the  several  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Controllers  fixing  the  salaries  and  averages  of  said  schools,  and  to 
notify  the  several  sections  of  any  changes  that  it  may  he  necessary  to 
make — to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July  next — after 
which  no  additional  teachers  shall  he  elected,  or  salaries  increased  hy 
the  Sectional  Boards,  unless  hy  consent  of  the  Board  of  Controllers. 

Resolutions  of  May  9,  1848. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  where  the  average  required  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  teacher  under  the  rules  of  this  Board  has  been 
attained  in  any  school,  the  Sectional  Board  having  charge  of  such 
school  may  appoint  such  additional  teacher,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the  appointment  by  this  Board  at  their  next  stated  meeting.

3d.  He  shall  keep  a regular  account  in  a book,  properly  prepared, 
of  all  supplies  received  into  and  delivered  from  the  Controllers’  Cham- 
ber to  the  different  Schools,  and  shall  attend  to  procuring  such  arti- 
cles as  may  be  needed,  according  to  the  written  requisition  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Supplies. 
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4th.  He  shall  examine  the  calculations  of  all  hills  which  are  sent 
to  the  Board  for  payment,  and  if  found  correct  or  otherwise,  so  to 
endorse  them,  previously  to  their  being  submitted  to  the  Committee 
of  Accounts,  and  shall  arrange  and  safely  keep  all  papers  belonging  to 
the  Board,  until  required  for  rise. 

5th.  He  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  all  notices  of  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  or  its  Committees,  and  in  general,  shall  attend  to 
the  detail  of  all  business  which  may  be  confided  to  him  by  them. 

6th.  For  which  services,  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 

7th.  All  resolutions  heretofore  adopted,  providing  for  compensation 
to  any  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  General  Agent,  or  Book-keeper  of 
this  Board,  are  hereby  repealed.
